show it. Then, if your child is do­ 
ing poor work and 
his 
deportment ) 
bad, you should co-operate with th e ! 
teacher to better his condition. 


Poor work, bad conduct causes pu­ 
pils to be punished; and the hature 1 
and degree of the offense suggest th* j 
kind and extent of punishment. 


Then in the examining 
of 
your 
boy’s or girl s card, you find his or 
her grades low in studies and deport­ 
ment, you may expect that they will 
recede some kind of punishment at 
the hands of the teacher, if cond! ions 
are not changed. 


Now, this punishment can be great­ 
ly eliminated, if parents would notice 
the reports, that the teachers send to 
them of their children; and talk with 
their children about their work and 
conduct. It would not only eliminate 
a great deal of the punishment, blit 
would cause a better feeling to ex­ 
ist among 
all 
concerned 
as 
they 
would have a better understanding 
of the charac.er of the dork done. 
Then a better grade of work would, 
inevitably, result.

Tai Mil wee and 
orher taxpayers applied to the Dis­ 
trict court tor an injuetion to pre­ 
vent the election, and in granting it 
the court held the recall provision to 
be unconstitutional. 
From 
his an appeal was brought 
by the city of McAlester. 
Recall Provision Interest. 
It was admitted by counsel for both 
sides that while the issue was wheth­ 
er or not an 
injunction 
would 
lie 
against calling the election, yet they 
"ere more interested in securing a 
ruling upon the recall provision. 
In 
declining to pass upon that issue, the 
Supreme court said it would be time 
enough to do so when such important 
question reached 
it 
in 
due course 
and in proper proceeding. 
It was held that a court of equity
